SECTION I. Hiſtory of the NEw-EnGLAND 
Pſalm- Book. 


T* Firſt Settlers of the New-Enotaxn- 


Colonies; who came to Plymouth in 1620 ; 

to Salem, with three Minifters for the Maſſa | 
chuſetts, and one for Plymouth, in 1629; and wich 
the Maſſachuſetts Charter, Governour, Deputy-Go- 
vernour, Aſlittants, four Minifters, and 1500 People, 


to Baſton and the Neighbouring Towns in 1630; were 


eſteem d in Ex AND, as ſome of the moſt eminent 
for Scripture-Knowledge, Piety and ſtrict Adherence 
tothe WorD of GOD, as any in their Day. They 


wiſely made the Divine OracLes the onLY Rule of 
their Religion and their great and noble Deſign was 
to ſpread the holy Kingdom of Cur1sT in its Scripture- 


Purity, Light and Power in this NEwWorLD; and te 


ſet up Churches for their Matter, Form, Worſhip, 
Liberty, Watch, Government and Diſcipline, as near as 
poſſible to what they were, under the Conduct of 
Inſpiration, in the {poles Days. 


By 1636 there were come over hither near th iriy pious 


and learned Miniſters, educated in the Univerſities of 
ENGLAND : and from the ſame exalted Principle of 
Scripture Purity in Religious Worſhip, they ſet them- 
ſelves to tranſlate the P/a/ms and other Scripture Song: 
into Engliſh Metre, as ngar as poſſible to the inſpir*d 
Original, They committed this Workeſpecially to the 
Rev. Mr. Richard Mather of Dorcheſter ; the Rev. 
Mr. Thomas Weld, and the Rev. Mr. John Eliot of 
Roxbury; well acquainted with the Febreu, in which 
the 014 Teſtament, and with the Greek, in which the 
New were originally written. They finiſhed the P/alms 
in 1640: which were firſt Printed by Mr. Day, that 
Tear, at our Cambridge; and had the Honour of being 
the Firſt Book printed in NoxkTY-AmERICA, and as far

I have ſcen anpther Edition in 1647 (and T eanddade 
at Cambrii/ze too, there being no other Preſs in Neu- 
Erglaig then) with ſome Amendmetes. But far a 


further Improvement, it was committed to the Rev. Mr. 


Henn Duuſtar, Pretident of Harvard Callega, dne 
of the greateſt Maſters of the oriental Languages that 
Das becu known in theſe Enes ef the Earth: who was 
helped as to the Poetry, by Mr. Richard Lyon; an in- 
4 Gentleman, probably brought up at one of the 
Univerfities in Egland, Tent over by Sir Henry Mild- 
ra as a Tutor to his Son at Harvard Cellege, und 
Yelided in Mr. Dunftar's Houſe. By an »riginal Ma. 
ruſeritt cf Heads of Sermons written after Mr. Len 
77 1650, I find Re us'd to take his Tura with the Pre- 
FHdent to preach rothe Corgregation at Cambridge in 
Te Interval between Mr. Shepard's Death, and Mr. 
PlitchePs Ordination: And ir thoſe Heads appear the 
Traces both of Experimental Piety and Ingenuity. 
la rte cr three Tear they ſeem to have compleated 
it, with the Addition of the other Songs in Scripture + 
Ard they not only had the Haprineh of approxching 
#earer to the inſpired Original than all other Verſinus 
in Engliſh Rhyme, but in many Places of excelling 
them in Simplicity of Style, and in affecting Terms, 
being the Words of GOD which more ſtrongly rouch 
the Soul. On wich Accounts I found in England it was 
by ſome eminem Congregations prefer'd to all Others in 
their Publick Worſhip, even down to 1717, when I laſt 
left that Part of the Brit; Kingdom. | 
It ſeems a thouſand Pities then, that ſuch a Ver ion, 
which has more of Inſpiratisn, and therefore of Divine 


Authority and Inflience on the Heart than others, 
Mould on Account of the Flatnefſes in diverſe Places,

Ser. II. An Account of this Improvement. 
My great Dejipn, at the Deſire of many, therefore 
ia Labour to preſerve the Subfance of our NE W- 
ExGLASD Verſion in our Churches, by Reviſing and 
Improving it; riſing and keeping as near as poſſible to 
the exalted Sentiments of the Original, and expreffing 
hem inthe cleareſt Style, and agreable to the Rules 
of Poetry. And for this— It was my Duty, Fi to 
look ta:the Divine Inſpirer, to purify my Heart, en- 
ligliten my Mind, lead me into his own Intentions, and 
direct me in repreſenting them. | 

But then the Method I purſued was this 

I. IJ callected all the different Verſions in Ergli/h 
Metre I could find, which are above 30, and I think 
all but 24-and comparing the iſt Pſalm in them, both 
with the Proſe Verſion in our Eugliſh Bibles and with 
the Hebrew, I found about 20 took too great a liberty 
to vary-from the Original; and ſelected 12, including 
the New-Enzland—as keeping nearer ; to which 1 
added ar:ther, chiefly for ſome of the Poetry. 
II. My Endeavour then was to gain 30 the Senti- 
ments, eſpecially the great, ſublime and moſt impor- 
taut, in the Original. And in order to This—11t. 1 
read over the a Pſalm in aur Eno/i/ſh Bible, with 
the inſtructive Margin. 2d. I labour'd to put my felt 
in the ſame external Circumſtance and internal Caſe, 
and to have the ſame Senſations and Views with the 
Pſalmiſt. zd.

(6) Leigh, (7) Caſtellus, (8) Bytb- 
ner, (g) Martin Albert As alig the Interpretations 
of Meller, Tremelius, Claus, Ainfeworth, Dæ lust, 
Hammond, Pool , Synopfir, Patrick, aud Others, 
All this—only to gain the Sentiment; - And then 

III. I look'd into the New- England as the Ground- 
work; and then into the 12 other Metrical Verjigns 
in«therr Order: and comparing them in Honour to 
the Word of God which demands the Beſt, I tha't it 
my Duty to uſe the % Fords or Lines in them ſo far 
as they give the reare/? Senſe of the Original, and are 
m2ft ufical ; and where they fail in either, to endea- 
vour a further Improvement. 

And avoiding Additions which are not plainly im- 
plicd in the Horry, on the one Hand, and Cmiſſicrs 
on the other; I keep as near as polhble to the Origi- 
nul: Oaly whereas the Hebrew above all other Lan- 
guages I know, is ſo wondroufly full of Szr/e, that 
Avenarius obſerves, even the copious Cree mult in 
many Caſes uſe ſeveral Words to expreſs the ſull Senſe 
of a fngle Word in Hebrew : Where the Original 
therefore plainly fignifies or hints at Sentiments which 
are not ſeen in our Engliſh Bible, I venture to give 
them, citing my Authorities: And tho' the Reader 
may be apt to think that in many Places I 2dd to the 
Original yet if he daly ſearches into the Hebrew, 
He will doubtleſs ſee, as I have often ſeen with Sur- 
priſe, the Sentiments. I have only endeavoured to riſe 
into and five the grand, exalted and lively Seatiments 
and Hints of Inſpiration. 

And this IMPROVEMENT differs from other 

Poetical Verfions in theſe Particular

never tell where GOD or LORD is in the Original or 
not: For they often, not only put One for the Other, 
bat alſo inſert them where they are not, and leave then 
out where they are: In this Reviſal (t) As JAH is 
a glorious Name peculiar to the Supreme Being, P/al.

II. Wherever is the famous Word HALLELUJjan,: 
whoſe Signiſication is Praiſe jan; as well as the Word 
Ain, whoſe Signification is—So be it ; I carefully 
2 preſerve them. 
III. Wherever is the Name Mzss14aH in Hebrew, 
# which ſignifies The Anointed ; I either keep the Word 
2 \E5s14H or inſert the Name Cuxis r, which is the Word 
in Greek, Latin and Engliſh, of the ſame Signiſication. 

IV. Conſiſtent, as I apprehend, with the Latitude of 
the Hebrew Language, the Paſſages which areexpreſs'd + 
by our Poets in the Form of Curſes, or revenge/ul 
IViſhes, 1 always chuſe to exprels, agreeable to the 
Prophetick Se1r1T of Inſpiration, and the Graces of 
the ſame Sy>1z1T, 7:97 in the Form of Wiſhes in the 
Singers, but in the Form of Aſerticns or Prophecies 
indited By the fore-ſeeing Srizir of Inſpiration. 

V. Inſtead of the diminutive Terms of Hilli, Floods, 
Landi and Skier, commonly us'd by our brighteſt Poets, 
I uſe. whereyer I can, the more grand and noble Words 
— Meouutdins, Seas, Earth and Heavens; where theſe

s perfect Purity, I try to keep as near as poſſible to 
Nature. For graiid Ident, I ſeek the moſt majeftich | 
Words; for tender Sentiments, the ſateſ Words ; for 
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affeting, the moſt moving; for wondrous, the moſt fri- 
king: and in all. aiming at the cleareſt Simplicity of 


Style; wherein the Sentiments are more eaſily ſeen, more 
directly reach the Heart, and touch it with a ſtronger 


Energy. I uſe no Words, Ellipſes, or Terminations, | 3 
but what are us'd by the beſt Poets of the preſent Age: 


and as for Epithets and Words of Explication, I 
rarely uſe them, but where I think they are plainly 
implied in the exceeding full Original.
